Unjust Criticism of Farmers. 


In these clays of man ^shortages it is to be noticed that there 


is no shortage of letter S'rifers who address themselves to Hie 
.newspapers, and it is well dial (his is so. Many of these con- 
iribulors ha.ve excellent ideas and suggestions lo offer, and in 
many cases these are presented in a "very-entertaining manner. 
Their work adds variety to Ihe columns of the papers and lias 
its proper place in the activities of the day. 


But among those who write letters to the newspapers are 


some who take queer views of things. Without' doubt (hey 
are honest and sincere in what (hey say, but they are not al- 
ways correct in (heir conclusions. 


In a prominent New England paper a Boslon writer re- 


cently had something to say about the farmers which was by 
no means complinienfary-to them. He intimated quite plainly 
that some of them, at least, are satisfied to produce less than 
they might, for Ihe reason that short crops means scarcity and 
high prices, due to the law of supply and demand, which en- 
ables them in many cases (o get as much for a shod crop as 
(hey would for a full one. 
The writer in question (ells of a 


cranberry grower who said an unseasonable frost 
would 


greatly reduce this year's crop, but (hat the price would be 
enough higher so that fhe nei profits would be greater than if 
there had been no frost. He also quotes a farmer who says Ihe 
shortage of help will materially lessen production in Massa- 
chusetts, but that Ihe farmers will gel as much out of their 
sliorl crops as they would from larger ones.
